Rey. Currie, in his short address 

owing the two minutes of silence 
referred to the fact that it was the 
nearest Sunday to August 8—the an- 
niversary of the Darkest Day for Ger- 
ynan Arms, according to the memoirs 
cf the late General Ludendorff. It was 
on the 8th day of August, 1918, Rev. 
Cwrie continued, that the Canadian 
Corps formed the spearhead of an at- 
tack that was the beginning of the 
“Last Hundred Days”. 


Amiens Recalled 
As Biggest Day 
For Empire 


Those who were fortunate enough 
to hear the broadcast of Humphrey 
Cole, an associate writer of Dr, Gallup 
of New York, at 8:15 Friday night de- 
scribing the Amiens battle which, he 
stated, will always be remembered by 
veterans who were there as “the Aug- 
ust 8th Show”, heard a descriptive ac- 
count of the battle. Mr. Cole, who was 
a private serving at the time with the 
Royal Montreal Regiment, 14th Btn. 
of the 8rd (Highland Brigade). Ist 
Canadian Division, read his own pri- 
vate and most interesting diary ac- 
count of August 7, “a day of medita- 
tion, ‘for tomorow we may die’”, as 
well as his very short and cryptic ac- 
count of the battle itself. 

C. H. McMillan of Crossfield, mana- 
ger of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, also a member of the Ist Can- 
adian Division at Amiens, as a corpor- 
al in charge of a yolunteer gun crew, 
was able to give additional detail and 
interest to the story of Mr. Cole. 

The battle started at 4:20 am. on 
the morning of August 8. 1918, with 
the Australians on one side, French 
on the other with the Canadians in 
the centre and many British divisions 
on the flanks and in reserve. These 
troops had prepared themselves for 
the Grand Push for several months 
behind the lines and everything went 
off according to plan. 

The gun crew under Mr. McMillan 
belonged to a group of 60 volunteers 
from the ist Canadian Divisional 
Trench Mortar Batteries, whose sup- 
ply of 6-inch Newton trench mortar 
bombs could not be located before the 
attack. The party took over captured 
German whizz-bangs and five-nines, 
turned them around and fired them 
into enemy territory. For his work in 
this “show”, Mr. McMillan was re- 
commended for 4 commission and 
shortly afterwards returned for train- 
ing to the School of Gunnery in Eng- 
land.

We are the first Canadians to be 
stationed here during the wer °7* 
the people are grand to us. Thcre are 
a lot of well-to-do people here that 
have been to Canada and thcy get a 
big kick out of talking to us and tel- 
ling us their experiences. 

It is very quite and peaceful here 
as far as air raids are concerned and 
the sound of the warning s‘ren is 
something unusual. However, I guess 
Old Hitler is busy elsewhere a3 he 
sure stays away from here. We can 
feel concussions here quite regularly 
soon after our Air Force has passed 
over and we are told it is the boinis 
they drop on the Franch Invasion 
Coast. We can also hear the Channel 
guns fire once in a while. 

Before closing, once again I wish 
to say thanks a lot for the welcome 
cigarettes. (signed) Pte. Frank Moen.

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A Sobering Thought 


From many sections of the country 

come reports that a large number of 
Canadian motorists want to be ra- 
tioned by regulation rather than to do 
it voluntarily. 
’ Most of these have not yet. grasped 
the situation. They do not understand 
that any form of rationing would re- 
quire at least three months prepara- 
tion and that it would not be suffi- 
cient to start saving gasoline and oii 
in October. They do not see that fuel 
must be saved during the peak con- 
sumption months of August and Sep- 
tember. They do not realize that even 
if it were possible to put any scheme 
of rationing into effect immediately 
such a move would dislocate Canada’s 
wartime induStrial economy to an ex- 
tent that would cause untold damage 
te our war effort. 

On top of these considerations, it is 
evident that many of those who are 
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erying for a scheme of rationing do 
not see the grave possibility that cars, 
except those used for business and pro- 
fessional purposes, might be taken off 
the highways. 

The appeal to the Canadian public 
to reduce the consumption of gasoline 
and oil arises out of dire necessity 
Individuals in a free country have a 
right to offer suggestions in an opera- 
tion of this kind, but none will feel 
that he has the right to ignore the ap- 
peal for a cut in consumption, just 
because his suggestion is not accepted. 


NEWSPAPERS BACK 
A.M.A. CAMPAIGN 

From various parts of the province 
there are reports of increased support 
for the campaign inaugurated by the 
Alberta Motor Association to induce 
the provincial government to “ear- 
mark” motor revenues for highway 
purposes. 

The A.M.A. contends that by the end 
of the 1941-42 fiscal year the prov- 
incial government, on the basis of the 
current estimates, will have taken in 
more than $8,000,000 in motor revenues 
than it has spent on roads. 

Consequently, there is a growing out- 
cry for larger road expenditures, par- 
ticularly in a province that is endea- 
voring to attract a larger volume of 
tourists and has the scenic attractions 
which the tourists sought. 

Officials of the A.M.A. have pointed 
out that they are not carrying on a 
campaign of attack on the government 
but rather they seek to induce the 
people to bring pressure on the admin- 
istration to adopt a different policy. 

Support for the principle of “ear- 
marking” motor revenues for roads 
Was expressed recently in a leading 
editorial in the Edmonton Journal. 

Other newspapers in the province 
also have voiced endorsement of the 
A.M.A. 

There is not doubt about strength 
of the demand that it is high-time the 
Alberta motorist received full value for 
the huge sums that he is contributing 
annually to the provincial treasury 
and that the province must spend

| Canada’s 
War Effort 


The number of Canadian soldiers, 
sailors and airmen now overseas is 
approximately 100,000. 

The Air Force has sent out a call 
for skilled tradesmen to meet insistent 
demands for ground crews in Royal 
Canadian Air Force. Fitters, riggers, 
metal workers, instrument workers 
and electricians are wanted. 

The Royal Canadian Navy is soon 
tc organize a women’s auxiliary unit. 
They will be used for transport duties 
and as nurses, 

A total of 921 small-craft have been 
ordered under Canada’s $8,000,000 
small-boat program. About 350 have 
now been delivered. They include a 


list ranging from tiny collapsible as-_ 


sault boats to fast torpedo boats. 'They 
are being made for Canada’s Navy. 
Army and Air Force, for the British 
Navy and for the British Air Ministry. 

Contracts calling for manufacture 
of 400 more speedy Hurricane fighters 
have been awarded to Canadian Car 
& Foundry CompanyLimited. This or- 
der*is to be followed by production 
of single-engined Harvards for ad- 
vanced training purposes at the rate 
of 80a month. Noordyn Aviation Lim- 
ited is to start work immediately on 
an order for 500 additional Harvards 
to be completed in 1943. 


National Steel Car Corporation was 
recently given an order for 200 Mar- 
tin B26 medium bombers, at an esti- 
mated cost of $27,500,000, and Can- 
adian Vickers Limited recently under- 
took to build 39PBY airframes at an 
estimated cost of $7,410,000. 


Increasing orders for aluminum, 
nickel and other defence materials 
are being placed by United States 
agencies in Canada,

Harry Fitzpatrick, manager of the 
Atlas Lumber Co. in Crossfield. an- 
nounces again to residents of the area 
who use coal to order a supply early. 
Extensive movement of war materials, 
usual adverse winter weather and a 
greater consumption by eastern fac- 
tories all tend to support a possible 
shortage of coal this winter. Harry, 
whose firm sells. the popular. Mid- 
land coal, says he will keep the dist- 
rict posted in regard to his shipments 
and says also that there will be some 
on track nearly every week. 


Major Harry Strange, Winnipeg, 
director of the Crop Testing Plan 
sponsored by the Searle and Home 
Grain Companies and the Midland 
and Pacific Grain Corporation, had 
the bread. It was a very expensive 
loaf. Six cents for the bread «nd $2.81 
air mail charges from Tororto so it 
would be fresh. 

Major Strange is taking bread with 
him to various crop conferences on 
the Prairies and all housewives who 
have tasted it have been delighted 
with it. 

VERY HEALTHY 

‘Apart from the health aspect of the 
bread, Mapor Strange is coniident of 
its place as an answer to the wheat 
surplus problem. Millions of dollars 
each year are spent on drugs contain- 
ing the Vitamin B components. Scien- 
tists now feel doctors will soon be pre- 
seribing an extra slice of bread per 
day for those who need Vitamin B. 

Major Strange calculates that if the 
people of the world who normally 
consume bread made from wheat as 
an important part of their diet—some 
12 hundred million out of the world’s 
population of two thousand million, 
would eat as litle as one extra slice of 
bread per day, that it would amount 
to an increased annual consumption 
that would more than take care, each 
year, of the entire burdensome sur- 
plus of wheat that has accumulated 
during the past few years. 

Milling of the new type of flour is 
a litle more troublesome but no more 
expensive. 

ENDORSED 

The Public Health Department of 
the Dominion Government, and the 
medical profession of Canada, have 
indicated their willingness to approve, 
and to recommend strongly to the 
public, the new flour and bread when 
it is available. It is proposed, further, 
that the Dominion Government will 
be asked to set up a special standard 
for both flour and bread, so that each 
sack and each loaf will be marked by 
a Government seal that would demon- 
strate to all that it contains a satis- 
factory amount of the natural Vita- | 
mins from the wheat kernel. |
